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Design Plans For FDR School 
Okayed by Doard of Education

Approval of the final working drawings for the new Frank¬ 
lin D. Roosevelt Senior High School was granted by the Prince 
Georges County Board of Education on Thursday, December 30. 
The plans still need to be approved by the State, which is furn¬ 
ishing the construction funds for the $7.5 million building. Other 
costs are $450,000 for planning; $420,000 for land; $745,000 for 
equipment; and $27,000 for miscellaneous, bringing the total 
amount to $9,142,000. _

School board staff officials said 
that they are now arranging with 
the Greenbelt city council for a 
presentation of the plans. 

The 101-room structure with rela¬ 
ted facilities will be located on a 
40-acre triangular-shaped site oc¬ 
cupying the western portion of the 
Smith-Ewing North tract east of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way. The front of the school will 
face east toward the NASA pro¬ 
perty. The athletic fields will be 
behind (and to the west of the 
school) fronting on the proposed 
Hanover Parkway. Parking lots 
for 859 cars will be located to the 
north and east of the school. The 
site plan, prepared by the firm of 
Walton, Madden, and Cooper, calls 
for the driveway entrance to the 
school to be off Greenbelt Road. 

1974 Completion Date? 

Bids on the plan are expected to 
be awarded late this spring, with 
construction hopefully beginning in 
July. Funds to build the school 
will be provided in the 1973 fiscal 
year’s budget . “Our target date 
for completion of the school is 
July 1974”, said Roy Parker, Direc¬ 
tor of Plant Planning, Construction 
and Real Estate. “This,” he ex¬ 
plained, “would give us time to 
equip the school, landscape the 
grounds, and do other necessary 
work prior to the scheduled opening 
of the school in September 1974.” 

2,400 Capacity 

An unusual feature of the new 
school is that it will be built all 
at once for an ultimate capacity of 
2,400 students, rather than in piece¬ 
meal sections as has been the case 
with other schools. This method 
of construction provides an oppor¬ 
tunity to keep all the instructional 
facilities for each subject together 
in blocks. For example, business 
education and typing rooms will be 
in one section of the first floor, 
language laboratories will be in the 
same area on the second floor. 

The building is arranged on three 
levels — ground, first, and second —* 
in an extremely compact configura¬ 


tion. Because the site slopes na¬ 
turally downward from east to 
west, the school will be built into 
a hill with the ground floor level 
only a partial floor; that is, the 
structure will rise two stories on 
the NASA side and three on the 
Hanover Parkway side . 

An interesting feature of ,the 
building is a media or resource 
center (library and reading room 
balconies) which is situated on the 
first floor and will rise through 
the upper level to the roof. Over¬ 
head skylights will illuminate the 
media center as well as the main 
corridors of the school. Otherwise 
the building will be essentially win¬ 
dowless. 

The building will be completely 
air-conditioned, except for the gym¬ 
nasium, and will be equipped with 
automatic sprinkler protection. The 
primary exterior material is medium 
brown face brick. 

Other Features 

Other features include a large 
auditorium, dining and kitchen fa¬ 
cilities (Commons) and a gymna¬ 
sium. The auditorium is capable of 
holding approximately 850 students 
at one time. Folding walls would 
enable the space to be sub-divided 
into three large rooms for instruc¬ 
tional purposes. 

The gymnasium, plus the Com¬ 
mons and auditorium, are so placed 
that they may be closed off from 
the schools and programmed for 
independent and separate use. La¬ 
vatories and shower room will be 
accessible from the outside. Ath¬ 
letic facilities include football, 
baseball, softball, soccer and hockey 
fields, and four tennis courts. 

This week the Board of Educa¬ 
tion staff will discuss the county’s 
construction program with the 
State’s School Construction Com¬ 
mittee. The committee will then 
meet with the State Department 
of Public Works and after approv¬ 
al of the county’s projects is giv¬ 
en, the program will be submitted 
to (the State Legislature for ap¬ 
proval in February.

The regular meeting of city coun¬ 
cil Monday evening, January 10, 

1972, was typically-long, wide-rang¬ 
ing, full of heat and humor. About 
the only factor missing to make it 
a perfect Greenbelt City Council 
meeting was the “group therapy” 
element in which there are usually 
two or three citizens giving vent 
to pent up, highly personal frus¬ 
trations. As a member of the au¬ 
dience was heard to state, “This 
was a very good meeting—a lot of 
wrangling, but everyone unanimous 
at the end.” 

Most of the heat was provided by 
discussion about the proposed tem¬ 
porary sewage plant for the Green- 
briar development (see accompany¬ 
ing article). At one point Thomas 
X. White, representing S.O.C.C., lost 
his cool and had to be reminded 
by Mayor Richard Pilski that 
shouting would not be tolerated. 

Some of the humor was injected, 
through informal comments, in re¬ 
lation to remarks by Sydney J. 

Brown, Beltway Plaza developer, in 
a letter addressed to Pilski and 
read by him to council. Brown ob¬ 
jected to remarks attributed to 
Pilski in the December 10, 1971 issue 
of the Greenbelt News Review, and 


City Council Concerned About 
Health Aspects of Sewage Plant

The city council on Monday, January 10, agreed unanimously 
to inform the State Department of Health and Mental Hygiene of 
its concern that the effluent from the proposed temporary sewage 
package treatment plant for the Greenbriar and Glen Ora apart¬ 
ment projects could constitute a health hazard to the persons re¬ 
siding in the area because of its discharge into an intermittent 
stream. The motion, worked out by councilman Charles F. Schwan, 
came after an hour and three-quarters of heated, sometimes tor¬ 
tured, discussion. ___ 


The city council also recommend¬ 
ed to the county council that the 
resolution vCR-11) proposed by the 
latter body favoring the treatment 
plant be amended to express the 
view that the facility meet the 
standards imposed by the State 
Health Department with respect 
not only to construction and op¬ 
eration, but also so as not to con¬ 
stitute a public health hazard. The 
latter phrase was not included in 
the language of the resolution in¬ 
troduced on January 4 by the 
county council. 

Internal Dissension 

The position hammered out by 
the city council took a long time 
in coming because of internal ten¬ 
sion among council members over 
how the city was obtaining infor¬ 
mation on the sewage treatment 
plant and other matters. 

Several council members expres¬ 
sed concern that the evaluation re¬ 
port of the State Department of 
Water Resources (SDWR) recom¬ 
mending approval of the sewage 
plant was only received that night, 
although the Save Our Community 
Committee (SOCC) had indicated 
they received the report the week

before. 

Council woman Elizabeth Maf- 
fay, expressing dismay that other 
agencies were not as a matter of 
courtesy keeping Greenbelt posted 
on their actions, introduced a reso¬ 
lution, promptly passed, which di¬ 
rected city manager James Giese 
to inform the county executive, 
the county council, the State Health 
Department and SDWR of the city’s 
interest in the sewage question. 

Council members expressed the 
thought that they had already so 
directed Giese, as the result of the 
informational public hearing held on 
November 8. Giese did not believe 
he had been so directed. 

Cohen Criticized 

Council woman Rhea Cohen came 
in for criticism because of her al¬ 
leged tendency to put items on the 
agenda without sharing with coun¬ 
cil in advance what information 
she has. Schwan was especially 
critical that Mrs. Cohen was ex¬ 
pecting immediate action by city 
council, before it even had time 
to become acquainted with the sub¬ 
ject. He favored a council policy of 
having all agenda items accompan¬ 
ied by explanations. 

Another source of dissension was 
the minutes of a November 4 meet¬ 
ing of the Prince Georges County 
Civic Association. Mayor Dick Pil¬ 
ski objected to the minutes citing 
Mrs. Cohen as asking the Associa¬ 
tion to join ‘the citizens of 
Greenbelt” in opposing the sew¬ 
age plant for Greenbriar. He inter¬ 
preted this as implying that Mrs. 
Cohen was representing the city of 
Greenbelt. Pilski was also disturb¬ 
ed that the Nov. 4 meeting was held 
four days before the city council 
had scheduled an informational 
meeting with county experts to 
discuss the pros and cons of the 
plant. 

Schwan. Maffay, and council 
member Gil Weidenfeld, apparently 
concurring with Pilski’s interpreta¬ 
tion, also felt that it was some¬ 
what misleading for a council mem¬ 
ber to imply a city position on a 
subject which the council had un¬ 
der advisement and on which it 
was still seeking information and 
advice. 

Mrs. Cohen explained that she 
had spoken as a delegate of SOCC, 
not as a representative of the city 
of Greenbelt, and that the whole

to Council “interference” in the 
development of his Plaza property. 
He claimed, at one point, that he 
had been “romanced” by the coun¬ 
cil with promises of liberal curb 
cuts on Cherrywood Lane in return 
for dedicating land upon which to 
build the road, and, at another point, 
that tremendous pressures were 
brought upon him “to make a gift 
of this ground”. 

Pilski stated his reason for read¬ 
ing the Brown letter was that be 
had been on city council too long 
to let it go unanswered, especially 
since he felt Brown was not acting 
in good faith. He declared that 
never had pressure been exerted 
by council on the land dedication; 
that “Brown was the one exerting 
pressure on council.” He recalled a 
meeting in Hyattsville where Brown 
was perfectly satisfied with the 
number of curb cuts granted by 
the city, “and I, for one, am going 
to be looking very closely at any 
future requests for curb cuts Mr. 
Brown makes before council.” 

Environmental Committee 

An important item of discussion 
was a proposal by the city manager 
James Giese for improving the 
Greenbelt environment, including 
the suggestion for establishing a 
special citizens committee for en¬ 
vironmental matters. It was pointed 
out that most of the action in 
Greenbelt for environmental im¬ 
provement has come through the 
passage of ordinances and the ex¬ 
pansion of city services, such as 
the special paper collections, where¬ 
as much of the effort in nearby 
communities has been primarily 
through voluntary efforts. 

Giese suggested that the city 
staff has been studying a variety 
of ways to establish new proced¬ 
ures for the collection of recycla¬ 
ble materials, and that any of these 
procedures would require extra ef¬ 
forts on the part of the refuse 
customers in the city. It was felt, 
therefore, that there should be in¬ 
put in the decision-making process 
by the citizens affected, and that 
a special citizens committee might 
therefore be useful even if no 
broader actions were taken. 

It was thought that a broad-bas¬ 
ed group representing civic organ¬ 
izations and interested individuals 
might venture into such broad ob¬ 
jectives as: a. home and garden 
improvements; b. improvements to 
public and common areas, and c, 
dissemination of information on en¬ 
vironmental problems. The council 
voted to hold an open, public meet¬ 
ing on this matter on Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 31, to which all interested cit¬ 
izens would be invited and actually 
make the decision as to whether or 
not such a broad citizen organiza¬ 
tion should be established, and, if 
so, on what basis. 

Other Matters 

In other actions, councilwoman 
Elizabeth Maffay introduced a res¬ 
olution for first reading which 
would permit a transfer of funds 
in city accounts to cover the costs 
of the purchase of police squad 
cars. Council approved a request 
by Maffay that an ordinance be 
drawn to change the present city 
ordinance regarding tax credits to 
the elderly in order to maintain the 
present level of credits. Presently 
the city tax credit is tied to the 
county rates, so that, without a 
change, the income limit would 
now be increased as well as the lim¬ 
it on property; in effect automatic¬ 
ally giving a larger tax break to 
the elderly. 

Council also agreed, at the urg¬ 
ing of Schwan and councilman Gil 
Weidenfeld, to hold a special meet¬ 
ing with representatives of Mish- 
kan Torah — prior to the public 
meeting — to explore alternatives 
suggested by Mishkan Torah to 
either abandon the Westway wid¬ 
ening project itself or to secure 
other funding of the project if 
carried out according to present 
plan. 

Council also passed Maffay’s mo¬ 
tion that the city solicitor obtain 
a declaratory judgment from the 
Circuit Court regarding the valid¬ 
ity of the ordinance enacted at the 
Dec. 20 meeting to establish a 
special taxing district for the im¬ 
provement of the downtown mall. 
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A Different Viewpoint

At all times your reports, A1 
and Elaine Skolnik, have professed 
fairness, independence, truthful¬ 
ness. and conscientiousness in the 
presentation of news. Yet, here in 
bold relief, is evidence of your bias 
and the rendering of a disservice to 
the Greenbelt community, to the 
developers of property and to the 
newspaper profession. 

You are so blinded by your un¬ 
holy search to find someone doing 
^ome+hing wrong so that you can 
debase him, that you overlook as 
one of the truly top stories the 
more important facet of this story, 
namely, the opening of the largest 
enclosed mall shopping center in 
Prince George’s County in your 
little City of Greenbelt. 

This news event, which was im¬ 
portant enough to be featured' in 
manv of the trade publications, 
realty newspapers and magazines 
all over the country, is relegated 
to oblivion and ignored, in favor 
of some ridiculous claim that some 
part of a Building Permit require¬ 
ment was not observed, by the pip¬ 
squeak Greenbelt News Review, 
whose readers get all of the advan¬ 
tages of this tremendous addition 
to their economy and status, be¬ 
cause it can’t see the good that is 
being done due to its unhealthy 
search for evil. 

For ten years, this Shopping Cen¬ 
ter has been in the process of de¬ 
velopment. Little by little, in accor¬ 
dance with the needs of the com¬ 
munity and the interest of merch¬ 
ants, the Shopping Center proceeded 
with its development and, as I pro¬ 
mised manv years ago in glaring 
headlines in your newspaper, I 
have built an Enclosed Mall Reg¬ 
ional Shopping Center.

concerning this Shopping Center, 
is the fact that I encountered dif¬ 
ficulty in conforming with an anti¬ 
erosion kick which appears to be 
•the pet project of a minute seg¬ 
ment of the community. 

If a small erosion and pollution 
problem involving this outstanding 
Shopping Center constitutes your 
idea of a top story, rather than the 
opening the Center itself, I say 
again, that you ought to be asham¬ 
ed of yourself for calling yourself 
a newspaper.

Mayor Pilski stated he was very 
upset that Mrs. Cohen would do 
such a thing as an elected city coun¬ 
cil member. Mayor Pilski, how¬ 
ever, did not seem to be distressed 
that former mayor, and now county 
council member Francis White, has 
his name on a resolution put before 
the county council last week in fa¬ 
vor of the sewage treatment plant, 

Mr. Weidenfeld interrogated me 
as to the membership of the SOCC 
Executive Committee as if it were 
a communist conspiracy. 

Mrs. Maffay asked a visitor in 
tones resembling a district attor¬ 
ney “Can you unequivocally state 
that tertiary treatment is not feasi¬ 
ble in a package treatment plant?” 
It would have been useful for Mrs. 
Maffay to ask for such unequivocal 
assurance from the developer that 
the effluent from tvs proposed plant 
will be “drinking water quality.” 

As for Mr. Schwan, well, it seemed 
the more uninformed he was, the 
madder he became. It was Mr. 
Schwan, by the way, who on No¬ 
vember 8 offered the motion to take 
the matter of the Greenbriar sew¬ 
age treatment plant under advise¬ 
ment. I wonder what that means. 

That’s how it was at the city 
council on Monday, January 10, 
1972. I ask you, who should scold 
who?

CITY NOTES 

Increasing amounts of glass for 
recycling are being brought by lo¬ 
cal citizens to the collection point 
in the parking lot of the Public 
Works Building, according to esti¬ 
mates by city officials. A loaded 
truck now makes the trip to the 
recycling plant in Baltimore on 
the average of a little less than 
once a month. 

The January 7 paper collection 
netted something over 32 tons. 
There were no reports of papers be¬ 
ing collected early by private en¬ 
trepreneurs, as was true last 
month, but some papers were 
caught by wind and blown around 
because they had not been adequat¬ 
ely secured. 

This year the Parks crew has 
been carrying out what would nor¬ 
mally be considered two contradic¬ 
tory seasonal jobs — collecting dis¬ 
carded Christmas trees for chop¬ 
ping into mulch in the city's chip¬ 
per machine, and picking up leav¬ 
es, which home owners are still 
raking up for collection. They al¬ 
so removed dead and fallen trees 
from several park areas and clean¬ 
ed the tributary streams leading 
into the lake. The three live Christ¬ 
mas trees, used in the interior of 
the Municipal Building for the 
holiday season, were planted out¬ 
side the Public Works Building. 

The special trash trailer, which 
was used extensively over the holi¬ 
day season by local residents, was 
recently removed from its station 
behind the fire house and brought 
to the automotive shop for alter¬ 
ations to make it conform to stand¬ 
ards set by the county Health De¬ 
partment. Changes included in¬ 
stallation of a cover. The trailer 
was back in service on January 11.

story was not told in (the minutes. 
No one questioned Mrs. Cohen’s 
right to speak as an individual of 
an organization, but council felt 
that if the minutes were wrong, 
they should be corrected. 

How Hazardous? 

Mrs. Cohen reiterated her view 
that the temporary package plant 
would be unsafe and took issue 
with the county council’s position, 
as expressed in proposed resolu¬ 
tion CR-11, that the health factor 
w as something for the State Health 
Department to judge. She thought 
it was up to Greenbelt to make the 
judgment, and unsuccessfully moved 
that the county council refrain 
from acting so as to give the city 
council time to gather information 
and make a decision. 

Schwan and Mrs. Maffay felt 
that the main concern was that 
the county council was not con¬ 
sidering the fact that the effluent 
would be discharged into an inter¬ 
mittent stream. However, Mrs. 
Maffay said she was not equipped 
to judge the nature of the health 
risk. “We have learned people in 
the State and county health de¬ 
partments for that,” she said. 

Pilski said that the developer has 
his own concerns about making 
sure the plant is safe. He also did 
not believe that the government 
health departments would permit 
an unsafe plant. 

The health aspect was emphasiz¬ 
ed by an NIH scientist, Dr. Sid¬ 
ney Shiffron, who urged the city 
to express its concern about the 
health hazard to the State Health 
Department. “Don’t sit back and 
hope that the people responsible 
will take the public’s welfare into 
consideration,” he advised. 

Thomas White, on behalf of SO- 
CC, presented a list of 10 reasons 
why the treatment plant should not 
be approved. He said that the only 
stated reason for the proposed fa¬ 
cility is that the developers need 
to build some apartments early so 
they won’t lose some favored finan¬ 
cing. 

“Is this a reason to risk unneces¬ 
sarily the health and safety of pre¬ 
sent and future residents of Prince 
Georges County?” he asked. 

Among the reasons given in 
opposition were the encroachment 
of needed greenspace, the building 
up of sludge, the questionable com¬ 
petence of WSSC to operate the 
plant, no provision for emergency 
stand-by equipment, lack of stand¬ 
ards to judge the working order of 
the plant, effects on ecology of the 
neighboring environment, and pre¬ 
vious bad experience with such 
plants. 

There followed some discussion 
as to whether the effluent from the 
Greenbriar plant would in reality 
be given tertiary treatment, and 
suggestions were made about crea¬ 
ting a piping system rather than 
running the effluent into the creek. 
Giese said that this could be a 
drawn-out affair because of the 
easement rights that would be re¬ 
quired.

County Council Pushes 
For Greenbriar Action 

County council plans to consider 
on Tuesday, January 11, a resolu¬ 
tion approving a temporary sewage 
treatment plant for the Greenbriar 
and Glen Ora apartment projects 
were changed in order to get first 
the views of the State Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene. 

At a Tuesday committee hearing 
conducted by county council mem¬ 
ber Samuel Bogley, called especial¬ 
ly to hear expert testimony on 
treatment plants, it was announc¬ 
ed that the State Health Depart¬ 
ment was submitting comments on 
the county’s December 15 resolu¬ 
tion proposing general policy for 
temporary package plants. Since 
these comments might also be ap¬ 
plicable to the January 4 resolu¬ 
tion dealing exclusively with the 
Greenbriar and Glen Ora tracts, it 
was decided to take up the Janu¬ 
ary 4 resolution at a future date. 

Another complicating factor, 
brought up by Greenbelt city coun¬ 
cil member Rhea Cohen, is that sec¬ 
tion 3.6 of the County’s Ten-Year 
Water and Sewer Plan, dealing with 
projects given immediate sewage 
priority, provides that changes in 
that plan, such as use of temporary 
treatment plants, requires adoption 
of a formal amendment by the 
county council. Such a formal 
amendment means going through 
the legislative process, including 
the holding of two public hear¬ 
ings (within 45 days).

The Springhill Lake Civic As¬ 
sociation, in a letter to Terry Chis¬ 
holm, director of the Washington 
area office for Housing and Urban 
Development, urged priority con¬ 
sideration be given to the Green¬ 
belt application for “Open Space 
Funds.” The City has earmarked 
the grant, if it is awarded, for pur¬ 
chase of the Springhill Golf Course, 
which would be turned into a City 
recreation facility. 

In a letter from the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the Civic Association, it 
was pointed out that HUD has had 
the City’s application for many 
months and that there has been 
no word on its disposition. 

“We in Springhill Lake have 
waited patiently for two years,” 
says the letter . , the waiting 
has turned to frustration.”
